All it 
failed to do was specify how 
these moneys could be raised, 

THE "WHITE PAPER" 

signers assailed what they call 
"a rash of newspapers and 
magazine articles'* declaring 
that the Social Security system 
is in deep trouble. They called 
these attacks a disservice to the
